Mannerheim unites the Corticaria rafcolUs of Marsham with 
the Latridius consiricius of Gyllenhal—a very different insect, and 
one to which the name “ rufcollis!’ could never have been applied, 
since it is uniform testaceous in colour. Judging from Manner- 
heim’s descriptions, I am inclined to refer both the L. Lilipulanus 
and the Z. collaris of that author to the present species ; the dif¬ 
ferences pointed out between the two insects being so slight that it 
appeared to me I could refer some of my specimens of C. rvfcollis 
to the one, and some to the other description, and yet I fully be¬ 
lieve my specimens (at least) to be all of the same species.
